O many and ſundry infallible Relations, and fad, yet certain Storics have 
come from divers parts of the Kingdome, expreſſing the inhumane,per- }: - * 
fidious and barbarous carriage of the Caraliers in their extreameplunde- 
rings, rapes, murthers, and other villanics committed by them upon the 
perſons and cſtates of His Majelties moſt faithfulleſt SubjeAs, as that 

are abundantly ſufficient to convince the conſciences, and top the mouths of all

nants whatſoever, that ſpeake ſo much in the vindication of them ; were it not 
e devill hath blinded their minds and pon_ their hearts with a ſpirit of Ma« 
ignity and contradi&ion, that they wall believe nothing till they feele it as others da. 
Sothat although it ſcemes needlefi> in regard of ſuch men, to ſet out any more Decla- 
rations of this nature, it being too manifeſt to, all the world, what the praQtiſcs of 
theſe bloudy Cavalceres arz; yet becauſe divers ill afteed perſons in Londen to deceive 
others, doe ſtill give out that the Citizens of Briſtol are: in as happy a condition as 
their hearts can wiſh, ſince it was ſurrendred tothe Kings Army ; and that there _...

Toenter therefore upon the Declaration it ſelfe, let the Reader compare the Arti 55 this

Whereas the Collonels,Officers and Souldicrs were ready to march out of the City, *% 
according to the firſt and 5* Article, with the Knights, Gentlemen and many hundred 
Citizens, and other perſons of the Country, and thought to march out of Towne at 
that gate which lcades towards Warmiſter (to which place we were by agre*ment 
to be conduted ) the bridges being taken up that were over the trenches ; we were 
not only ſtopt in, but hurried too and fro from one gate to another, not knowing 
which way they would bring us out. In the meane time the Cavaliers came ruſhing 
into the City, m_ to the 34 Article , who were not to come inuntill we were 
march'd forth, At laſt we were brought without a 7mm and there ſtopt till 
the bridge was laid. In the meance while the Cavaliers fell upon ns in a molt furious 
and barbarous manner, plundering and rifling all forts of perſons, mentioned inthe 
faid Articles, ſparing neither Age nor Sex, but tooke away our horſes, cloake-baggs, 
monies, and tript divers of their cloathes ; throwing men, women and children of 
their horſcs that rodedouble, ſcarching the women in an uncivill manner for money, 
»reſenting their Swords and Piſtols at fachas did in any fortdeny them, or made the 


*Gtance ; and when wealleadged the tearmes of agreement, they wa | noe ac- 


FIEEZcr P, A, hand and fhewed them, they ſnatcht it from him and plundre 
* mmpreſently of his horſe, cloaths and mony. Aﬀecr all this was ated, P.Rperr cam« 
with divers Lords and Commanders,as ſeeming to ſee faire play. But when complaint 
was,madeto him of all theſc breaches of the agreement, all he anſwered for our reliefe 
wasthat he faid, it was for want ofa convoy , when as yet we were not all cleare of 
the Towne, nor without the works , and beſides that there was amongſt us divers of 
theirchicfe Officers, together with Knights and Gentlemen, all to no purpoſe for 
our relicfe: for one that was plundred, compliined to Sir Fames T inn one of theu 
Commanders, that he was plundred, and ſh:wed him the man that did it, but the 
nd it Souldicr did majintaine it to his face, that he did command him to plunder, * Indeed 
lea, Po Rupert made a flouriſh of reſcuing us, and ſtrucke 2,or 3 with his Sword ; but

Then we were committed to a convoy of about 5,Troops of horſe,an 
fo bronght through their Army, who fell a railing and reviling at us, and blaſpheming 
God ina moſt fearfull manner,raging excecdingly and ſaying, /t grieved them that they 
could not butcher us, and bereave us of our lives uphraiding of us, and asking,)Yhere 5 now 
our God ? Where are your faſtings, and prayers and profeſſion ? Where # your King Feſis : 
and ſaid, K. Charles ſhall be K ing for all King 7eſus,and that God v.u nom turned Cavalier, 
horreſco referens, This convoy brought us 5. miles out of Brif#o! on the way towards 
Bath : But the Wolfe was ſet to keepe the Lambs, for thzy pla1ered us by the 
way as we went of thoſ? things that tae others had left us, anJ in our march would 
not ſuff-r many to drinks a lict!e water, being extreame thirſty by going fo faſt in 
the keate ; if any ſlipt aſide to get a little water or driake, the Cavileeres would pre= 
ſently take their opportunity to plunder and ſtrip them. And when they had brought 
us*5 . miles, they returned back againe, and made us ſtay a great while 1a the way, 
which did much am3ze us what their intention was, which cauſed divers tv get a+ 
way as they could, whereby many were taken priſoners in Dorſer/biere, and ſo re- 
maine to this preſent, This Convoy at laſt came agains, and brought us within 
3.miles of #armiſter and then made us all to ſtop, and ſarrounded ns with their 
Horſe, with their ſwords drawne, and commanded us to throy away our ſtaves, and 
'todcliver up our knives, and conſtrained Colonell Fiewnesro give them 150'b, of the 
money he had to pay the ſouldiers, elf they would have ſtript us of our cloathes and 
whatever the former had Icft us : This being done, they here teft us, and faid that 
they would ſhortly come to London where they knew they ſhould find us, and then 
they would condudt us toHell.It feemes theſe wretches' are well acquainted with th 
thicher, that they will take upon them to conduRt others, yea and thithe® 
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xcmſclyes' muſt goe,if God hEare their frequent prayers + God danne them 
As they violated the third Article in cntring the City befere their time, fo wheh 
they came in, they ran into mens houſes like a company of favage wolves, and fell 
a plundering of all ſorts' without diſtinRion, as well Malignants as others : But at 
laſt through the inſtigation of baſe beggerly people, and ſome others deſperately ill 
atf:&ed perſons, they were directed in ſpeciall, to fall upon ſuch in every ſtreete as 
were well aftz&ed to the Parliament, ſpecially the high-ſtreete & the Bridge,the only- 
and chicfe places of tradeſmen, for Mercers, Silkemen and Linnin-Drapers;in ey 
"places they plundered whole ſhops of wares, whereby many that lived well and 
Fad good eftates are now undone, cntring houſes with their ſwords drawne, and' 
ſ:tting them to mens breaſts, * taking women by the throats, thereby forcing them' *(A#t 
to open their cloſſers, and to bring forth their money and plate, after which they rob *2*** © 
them of the beſt of their goods, and then fcld them before their faces in great quan» pes: 
titics to Pelch people and others for trifles. And when they ſould divers commodi- fot 
tics to the countrey people, the ſouldiers would meete with them going home, and pur 
plunder them of the fame commoeditics againe, Some men had given money for pro» 3Þour 
te&ions to ſome of the Officers, yet were plundered notwithſtanding, Others paid neck, 
* fines for their goods taken away, and having regained them they wereplundered , tho 
of the ſame goods : Yea the Cavileeres take up * commodirties- of ſome men who = if 
had proteRions, promiſing payment when his Majeſty payeth them, and when they- did* x 
.hew them their proteQion,they anſwered that this wasno plundering, \reveale 
Together with their plunderings, they committed many other barbarous a&ions 5 where | 
namely the murthering of a woman great with child, who it ſeemes reſiſted them! _ 
when they came into the houſe to plunder, whom they ſlew with apole-axe his mos 
or ſword, yet the woman was noenemy unto them, but one that had long'd for ney,) ar 
their coming in, Alfo they ſlew an ancient man upon D wrdum- downe,the Sabbath- tide 
day before the fight began, although the man was one that wiſht-them well; yer ® 
becauſe he did not give them his Horſe ſo ſoone as they demanded, a Cavileere ſhot 
him to death preſently with a piſtoll, To this may be added theireraviſhing of wn _ 
maide, and then made her to fweare not to reveale it, And the Kings Barber did inge- 10 ſer wu 
niouſly confeſle in Br:/?ol, that three of Þ, Ruperrs ſouldicrs did bragge theyraviſhee on fire, 
a maide at the ſiege, before the Towne was taken, and afterwards did rip up her bow- * £&ve 
els. And it is credibly reported by a Gentleman that was amongſt Go Cavalecres 7'9- 
during the hege defore Briſtol, that he ſaw divers 11: Rebels whom he knew, who —_ 
were not in ſervice, but only followed the Army to rob and ſtcale, as alſo certaine * —_ 
Frenchmen, who did rob and pillage divers houſes necere Briſt:4and flew many of their Flowers 
'canc cattle and Sheepe out of a miſchievous mind,though they made no uſe of them; wife in 
:aſlew divers perſons alſs with their ſwords and piſtols, * Lewings, 
Hitherto we have ſhewed how they robbed many of us ſeverally by re=tale in pare meacty 
lis, next how they did it by whole- ſale, undoing many of us ll at once of all that © 
e had.

"Beſides 
hae $bey fill the; cares of the inhabitants with their blaſphemous, filthy and ungodly lan- 
houſes e, which no chaſt care or honeſt heart can indure; yea ſo deſperately wicked are 
ere they zhat thoſe that billet them dare not performe any a& of Religion,neither to give ' 
quar- thanks at 'mcales, nor yet to pray, reade or ling Plalmes: But inftead thereof they fill 
4 .cheirhouſcs with ſwearing and curſings, inſoamch that they corrupt mens ſervants 
* -andchildren, that thaſe who were formerly civill, have now learned to curſe and 
| naſti, {wearcalmoſt as bad as they: And on the Sabbath, theſe gueſts, or rather theſe beaſts, 
Me. fpcnd their timein dicing, drinking and carding, and other ſach abominations, And 
| whereas the Chaplaines that goc with them ſhould teach them better, ſome of them 
{wcareas bad as any of the ſouldicrs ; As namely one of the Princes Chaplaincs ſwore 
by thefleſs of God,and God dame him, with many other horrible oathes. And in a Tavern 
reache the friday after they came into the City, * a Lords Chaplain wiſht the ao. ® 
S.Ew* roaſt his ſoule in Hell, if be did not preach [ach a Sermon next Sunday as was never preached 
5 Briſtol,lome part of which Sermon, was a railing at the Dofrine of Predeſtination, 
calling it the damnable doQrine of the round-heads ; and in his very Sermon in the 
Pulpit;burſt,out into a fearfull oath. We may adde further ſomeothor Hlaſphemics of 
the Cavalceres when they entred the Towne; For they bad cecrtaine Fidlers who ſung 
blaſphemous ſongs net fit to be mentioned,calling them the 4®.and 1 29.Pſalmes, and 
making muſick on their Inſtruments,and ſtanding in the ſtreets and praying in a moc- 
king manner ſaying,0 Lord theu wait with ns at Edge-hill and Brainford, but where waſt 
thou at Runaway-Hill, and where art thou now O Lord? ſpeaking through their noſes 
and looking up to Heaven ; And when their fellow Cavalecres were beaten and kil'd 
before Gloceſter,thele in Briftolſwore now God was turnd Round-head, 
» Toall this is added another grievous burden, the levying of *yaſt fummes of monics 
which are paid to his Majeſty and P.Rapert, which are laid upon all ſorts, as well Ma- 
Nats as others: Beſides a weekely tax of about 5, or 600!,per weeke on the City, in 
which they are juſtly ſcrved:For had they advanced but the one third part ſo much (of 
what they now part withall ) for :S.iliam Waller, he might have had by.Gods blef- 
ling,an Army ſufficient to have ſecured that City and all the Weſterne parts, But that 
which is cruclty in the higheſt degree, they fine ſuchmen with great ſammes of mo» 
ney whelſe citates they havetorally plundred : Some of whom for non-painement «

two of Collenel Fiennes his ſouldicrs which turned to the Cavalceres after their their 
coming in, and had plundred ; the one a Hat, the other a payre of Stockings, or ſuch the 
triviall chings, for which upon complaint made to P. Rapert, they were preſently they 
commanded to throw a paire of dice,aud he that threw leaſt was immediateiy hang'd beve g 
up,not allowing him time ſcarce to call upon God for mercy. And whereas pap __ 
very inſtant another ſouldier came by the Prince with goods which he had plun- © 
dred at the * bridge, the Prince ask*'t him where he had them, he anſwered with an, 
eath that he had them from a Round-head, and the Prince bid him be gone with it, ice: 
Let all men judge what juſtice this was, to hang apoore ſouldicr for a trifl:, whiles Toqgos 
their Captaincs went plundering from place to place many handred pounds worth of **g 
goods, which the owners could never yet get nor durft petition for, A 
After all theſe burdens upon their bedies and eſtates, they impoſe an oath upon their the e# 
conſciences,and threaten to lay them by the head and heeles it rhey refuſe it. And that leeres® 
they may be held faſt in this miſery, many of them arc bound in bonds-not to depart trance 
the City without lcave.So for their ſhipping ( as we are informed ) no ſhips may put *2rif} 
forth to ſca,but by warrant from the Cavalecres,to goc when and whither they pleas mw. 
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and not otherwiſc: And all perſons that make any ſhew of goodnefſe, are ſo awed that ere o 
they may not preſume ſcarce to leoke upon one another or talke together, ag 3ines 
Having thus heard of the finnes of this place, for cloſe of all obſerve the remarkeable * From 
judgement of God upon it : It was the indeavour of the Malignants of that City a M*-Rws 
long time to get the Cavaleeres inte it,and to that purpoſe ſolicited the Court to have 1a, 
*an Army to come downeto take it ; thereupon P.Rapere came with an Army, but 
God defeated him: Yet they gave not over deſiring, till now at laſt they had their | 
wiſh, which was, to ſee the Kings Army enter and the Round- heads puniſhed and \4 
expelled out of the _ And when 1t pleaſed God the C ity was delivercd up, and: | 
the Parliaments garriſon for the greateſt part expulſed, with all the godly Miniſters, 3 
and many hundred godly people that were ſtrangers that came there for ſhelter ; . 6 
within a few dayes aftcr,the hand of God broke in upon them, and hath ſmitten them , __ _ 
with a very contagious and mortall diſeaſe, that ſweepes away about * a 140, ina - * 
weeke,and ſometimes many more, which hath continued hitherto : But the uſe that ,, uo 
many make of it,is only a rayling at Round-heads, ſaying,that they ſowed the plague weeke i 
there,and now they reape it, whereas it pleaſedGod to give us much health,before this £4 
curſed crew came in as eyer that City did injoy.But now(as it is credibly reported by: 
| fach as come from thence)there are few houſes where there is not ſome cither ſick or- 
dead.By all theſe premiſes, the world may fee the happy condition of Briſtol, and.if* 
thinks this an happincſE, *tis pitty but they ſhould enſoy ir. . FY 
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
